These recuperating stations are 
scattered all along the bases of the 
firing lines.”

GURDIT SINGH'S FIASCO. 

“You already know the story of 
the sailing of the Komagatu Maru 
from Vancouver in July, 1914, with 
the disappointed and embittered In- 
dians who had been refused admis- 
sion to Canada when they attempted 
to land for the purpose of settling 
there after their emigration from 
India. This was incidental to the 
main conspiracy, although the lead- 
er of the expedition, Gurdit Singh, 
who knew all along that Canada 
never would admit these people, ap- 
pears to have planned the trip large- 
ly for the purpose of crating an inei- 
dent which would inflame Indian 
opinion against the British and thus 
divert attention his own frauds.

“Towards the end of January da- 
colties were committed at various 
places. Ry the combined efforts of 
Ahe people and the police humbers 
of the leaders were arrested from 
time to time, but the outrages con- 
tinued. Headquarters for the reb- 
ele Were established at Amritsar and 
Lahore and it was decided that on 
February 21, 3915, a general rising 
shoyld be attempted. Accordingly, 
messengers were sent out to several 
cantonments to announce to the In- 
dian troops the coming revolt. From 
the very beginning, of course, at- 
tempts had been made to seduce 
tPoops by the distribution of litera- 
ture and by personal contact, but 
In all but a few cases these at- 
tempts met with complete failure 
and the army, like the civil popula- 
tion, remained steadfastly loyal. 

“In pursuance of their plans the 
— prepared bombs, col- 
lected arms, provided instruments 
for destroying railways and  tele- 
graphs, and drew up a deciaration of 
war.

URAL FRENCH HAVE 
THE MOST CHILDREN 


INTERESTING TABLES COM- 
PILED BY RENE BAZIN, 


Savant Thinks Decrease in Re- 
ligtous Sentiment in Cities has 
Influence Against Large Families. 
Mother's Letter Reveals Women’s 
Viewpoint. 


(RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Rene Bazin of 
the Academie Francaise ils conduct- 
ing a campaign in the press to com- 
bat the falling birth rate of France. 
The problem, of course, has acquired 
new and special importance in view 
of the thousands of lives lost in the 
war. Like other investigators, Ra- 
zin has discovered that small fam- 
lilies are almost invariable in the 
cities, while the contrary ts often, 
though not always, the case In the 
country districte. He has compiled 
the following tv interesting tables: 

In a suburban village near Parise 
a house-to-house canvass revealed 
that the lamp lighter had one child; 
the doctor two: two men of inde- 
pendent means, without occupations, 
one each; manager of a garage, two; 
butcher, none; wine merchant, none; 


be another wine merchant, two; milk- 


man, one; baker, two; shopkeeper, 
six; farrier, eight; harness maker, 
two; postman, one; barber, two; 
grocer, one; postman, one; barber, 
two; grocer, one; teacher, one; del- 
leateseen mal, none: stove man, 
none: keeper of tobacco store, one. 

Thus, thirty-aix parents had thir- 
ty-four children. But if the ex- 
ceptiona! families of six and eint 
children, respectively, are em- 
nated, thirty-two parents remain who 
later will be replaced by only twen- 
ty children. 

The second tables covers twenty- 
five families in the little parish of 
Torce, Brittany (680 inhabitants.) 
It shows twenty-five families with 


large total of 214 children—the lowest 


number to a family being six and 
the highest, thirteen. There were 
also several families in this village 
with five, four and three children. 
®RELIGION AS FACTOR. 

Ragin thinks that the decrease in 
religious sentiment in the cities may 
have something to do with the low 
birth rate. He quotes the letter of 
a soldier in support of this idea. 

“IT am from a part of France ab- 
solutely committed to free t Aw 
writes his correspondent. n our 
part of the country almost no priests 
remain. Marriages and funerals are 
presided over by the Mayor, who 
would think that he had failed in 
his duty if he did not compliment 
those present on their emancipation 
from superstitious practices, etc. 
From the point of view of repopula- 
tion, the result is lamentable.” 

But Bazin quotes another letter, 
which discusses the problem from a 
different aspect. 

“Let me describe my ease, It is 
Similar to that of thousands of 
women,” wrote the wife of a rail- 
road employee in Paris to the Ac- 
ademician. “Two years ago I mar- 
ried a man who earns exactly 148 
france (about $29) a month. 1 love 
children and 1 have one son. but 
my health is poor. Until the birth 
of the child wt made ends meet fair- 
ly well. T helped out by working ae 
an dressmaker. But now it is almost 
impossible to keep out of debt, tn 
epite of the fact that my husband 
does outside work Sundays and holl- 
days in order to augment our income. 
Jam trying to bring up my son de- 
cently, but I do not want, cannot ak- 
ford, any more children.”

Flashlight Batteries. 

{Hartford Times:] The trade in 
flashlight batteries has grown to a 
tremendous total, the foreign and 
domestic demand both having in- 
creased. The 1916 output of batter- 
jes for flashiamps has been con- 
servatively estimated at 180,000,000, 
of which it ts estimated 100,000,000 
will be taken by the export trade, 
This is in spite of the fact that raw 
materials are hard to obtain and tor 
that reason production has deen 
curtailed to some extent. The cases 
are for the most part miade of brass 
with a nickel finish, and these 
materials, being in the war order 
class, are about the most difficult 
of the raw products to obtain.

FLOOD WORK. 


Winter Rains Sure to Make 
More Trouble. 

Santa Fe Spending Thousands 

for 
Flood Season Near at Hand 
and Little Done. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENC®. } 

MONROVIA, Nov. 10—Thanks to 
the efficient labors of Col. I. H. Polk 
in behalf of citrus fruit ranchers of 
this and the Duarte district, it is 
confidently predicted that the Pacific 
Electric, Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fe RailWay companies will join the 
county and ranchers in voting a sum 
of from $7000 to $8000 for flood con- 
trol and stofm protection work along 
the banks of the San Gabriel River 
in thia section, and not in close 
proximity to their tracks. 

Last spring the county Supervisors 
wted $2250 for flood protection here 
provided local ranchers covered the 
amount with a like sum. This has

comes from France. 

Much carrot, radish and beet seed 
comes from France. These seeds are 
produced in California, too, but it is 
a curious fact that the remarkable 
vitality shown by California seeds is 
considered by many growers to be a. 
disadvantage, especially in the case 
of root crops, for the tops grow with 
great luxuriance at the expense of 
the roots. A considerable amount of 
carrot seed is grown in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts, mostly in the towns of 
Danvers and Middleton. This seed 
sells for $6 a pound and gives ex- 
cellent crops. 

Nearly all the caulifiower seed used 
in this country comes from Den- 
mark, and the best is expensive, cost- 
ing up to $20 a pound. The best is 
none too good, however, and many 
failures in growing cauliflower are 
due solely to the fact that cheap 
seed is used. It may not be worth 

trying to grow caulifiower 
seed in this country, but farmers 
and market gardeners often find it 
to their advantage to save their 
own carrot, beet, onion, corn, pea, 
bean, cucumber and melon seed. In 
the Middle West and tn Michigan it 
is a very common practice for seed 
dealers to contract with farmers for 
the growing of seed crops. Over 
5000 acres are devoted to the grow- 
ing of vegetable seeds for one com- 
pany In Michigan, 1000 acres being 
given over to cucumbers alone. One 
Philadelphia concern is said to have 
arranged to buy the products of 20,- 
000 acres in a single season. Al- 
though Michigan is famous for its 
cucumbers, a considerable number 
are raised in Massachusetts. Large 
quantities of sweet corn and squash 
seeds are produced in New Eng- 
land.

It is natural enough that there should 
be a blind reaching out for any action, 
governmental or otherwise, that promises 
relief, but a study of the question leads 
one to the inevitable conclusion that the 
reason for the existing high cost of living 
goes deeper than an excess of exports of 
foodstuffs to the warring nations, to the 


‘possible existence of a food trust or to 


other merely temporary conditions. 

The fact is that the United States has 
been converted from a debtor to a cred- 
itor nation since the great war began, and 
to it the Fold of the world is flowing. Ac- 
cording to statistics complied by the De- 
partment of Commerce, the net importa- 
tion of gold for the year ending November 
1 was $469,800,000; during the previous 
year the gold balance was $326,500,000; the 
year before that it was only $167,200,000. 
The amount of gold imported during the 
past two years would have been vastly 


A large part of the balance due us was 
used to purchase back our securities which 
were held abroad and to cancel other in- 
debtedness. Money that was formerly sent 
from the United States to pay interest on 
American securities held abroad, and to pay 
the expenses of American tourists in for- 
eign lands, is now for the most part re 
tained at home. 

The net result is that we have more gold 
in the United States than we have had for 
years. And prices have risen in nearly the 
same proportion as the volume of gold has 
increased. The trouble lies in the fact that 
this rise of prices has not been uniform. 
As in all such transition periods, part of 
the community has waxed fat on the in- 
creased prices while the other part has 
paid the bill. Labor has been the chief suf- 


terer, for wages have increased only in a 


few industries and a few localities, while 
practically everything that the laborer has 
to buy has greatly increased in price. 

Even well-paid employees, according to 
standards in normal times, find it difficult 
to meet the additional drain occasioned by 


‘the price of food commodities and other 


articles that are required in the every-day 
routine of life. Thousands of men are 
working today for wages that will not pur 
chase the essential articles of food and 
clothing for themselves and their families, 
to say nothing of enabling them to lay 
aside a little against the day of sickness or 
possible unemployment. Decent standards 
of living and carefully-cultivated habits of 
thrift are both threatened by present con- 
ditions. 

Wise, far-seeing, fairaminded employers 
of labor are recognizing the necessity of a 
gradual increase of wages to meet the in- 
crease in the cost of living, and are vol- 
untarily raising the wages of their em- 
ployees in so far as they can. The United 
States Steel Corporation last week an 
nounced a genera! increase of 10 per cent. 
in the wages of its 200,000 employees, 
which will mean an additional expenditure 
of $20,000,000 for labor during the next 
twelve months.

Gun Fire Effect on Animale.

HAT the German nation be 
lieve they were the passive 
victims of an international 
hostile coalition which gratuitously 
attacked them is quite possibile, dif- 
ficult as it is to believe it; but that 
is where we must gradually unde 
ceive them. A minority of pugna- 
cious articles in English magasines, 
industriously circulated in Germany 
by the war party before the war, 
must have fomented this delusion 
and may still seem to have fied 
the theory of an essentially un 
voked and premeditated 
Aided by these, and by firm deter 
mination, @ bare million and a half 
of the Prussian war party have be 
stridden the whole German Empire, 
and so long as they are successful 
ey will continue to impose their 
and their policy upon nearly 
the whole of that docile and well 
drilled nation. Nothing will con- 
vince the German populace of its 
dire mistake in blindly following 


they admit defeat, and in token 
thereof definitely throw off the ma- 
lign influence of the whole govern- 
ing Prussian war party, who are 
new in the saddle and wish to ride 
mankind, we will listen to consid- 
erations of peace. Till then we will 
fight; and the less we talk publicly 
about what we will do after the 
war the better. We need not be 
personally hostile to an individual 
who is the figurehead of the gigan- 
tic conspiracy against humanity and 
who very likely has been helplessly 
carried along by the tide, though as 
figurehead he ig bound to bear re 
sponsibility. We certainly need not 
be forever hostile to the mistaken 
and misled German people when 
they have recovered from their tem- 
mania and when they have 

acts admitted the erro? of their 
ways. We shall have to make peace 
with the German nation some day: 
and threats against their future 
prosperity only play into the hands 
of the war party, who industriously 
circulate such threats in order to 
rivet allégiance and for the purpose 
of stimulating another war loan 
That sort of thing will end in time, 
if we retain unswerving the dull 
dog grip which we have now at 
length got upon their unfortunate 
and hapless,victims of the rank and 
file. Relaxation of the grip could 
only mean that all the work will 
have to begin over again. Hold on 
now; and let it be known that it is 
with the German nation that peace 
must ultimately be made, not with 
any war party whose word is a lie 
and whose bond is a scrap of paper. 
You cannot make peace till, you 
have someone trustworthy to make 
peace with, or until you are able to 
take definite security that the terms 
will be adhered to. Treaties and 


A firm compulsion, to which 
they are well accustomed, and, 80 
far as the people are concerned, a 
friendly compulsion, too, which will 
result in their best and highest in- 
terests, is what we shall have to of- 
fer them. For, after all, a cowed 
and poverty-stricken neighbor is no 
asset to anyone. Mutual peaceful 
prosperity is a benefit all round. 

We shall have dealings with them 
again some day upon peaceful lines, 
and the dealings will not in fact 
very long delayed. Why pretend 
that they will be? No use cutting 
off our nose to spite our face is a 
proverb which we shall find applica- 
ble after the war. We may tax our- 
selves agafmst their goods if we 
want to—we probably shali—because 
people who demand special German 
goods in any given department— 
the creditable result of German sci- 
ence and industry—can quite well 
afford to pay more for the luxury, 
until, by proper cultivation of Brit- 
ish applied science, our own become 
equally good; but there is nothing 
hostile in a detail such as that, and 
it injures their future prosperity no 
whit, Such a policy is common to 
all nations, so far as they think it 
wise. But a complete boycott is 
out of the question; and threats in 
this direction, which will never be 
carried out, are only mischievous. 
They tend to prolong the war. We 
shall leave all that to be settled 
when the war is ended—for truly in 
a few years afterwards it will settle 
itself; hold out friendly hopes for 
the future of the German people 
when they have cast off their pres- 
ent rulers and emerged from their 
delusions, and meanwhile fight 
strenuously on.

GASSER BREAKS LOOSE. 
Blows Tools Higlginto Air—Is Soon 
Harnessed.

MARICOPA, Nov, 26.—A remark- 
able prank. was played by a huge 
gasser, which came in Saturday on 
the Lakeview No, @ company’s 
property on Section 4, 11-23, when 
the No. 7 well broke loose with « 
tremendous flow of gas.

CTOBER, traditionally a menth

the iron and steel industry, 
proved no disappointment in this re- 
spect. In the face of political un- 
certainty and handicapped by the 
shortage of cars and labor the blast 
furnaces last month produced 
3,508,849 tons of pig iron, a new 
high record. 
Conditions in the pig-iron market 
have been and are without preced- 
ent. A serious shortage of pig iron 
is threatened owing to the Inability 
of the furnaces to obtain coke in the 
quantities desired and this already 
jas operated to hold down produc- 
tion by 10 or 15 per cent. during 
the past two weeks. As a result, pig- 
iron prices, stimulated by frenzied 
buying, have had a further sharp 
advance and the market is in confu- 
sion over the withdrawal of a num- 
ber of important sellers, particularly 
7 business for the second half of 


The action of the pig-iron market 
has had the natural sympathetic et- 
fect on steel, the situation in the 
steel-plate market being as highly 
excited as in pig iron. The past 
week's buying movement in car 
work was the heaviest ever witnessed 
by the trade and this has resulted in 
Sensational price advances in this 
Class of steel. 

Rails, too, headed into higher 
price levels, being now quoted at $38 
to $40 a ton, which compares with 
$28 a ton, the highest price of 
years, ruling last spring. Rail mak- 
ers are going slow in the matter of 
booking orders for 1918 delivery and

[Kansas City Journal:] Disraeli 
and Gladstone, the two most notable 
Premiers of the last forty years of 
Queen Victoria's reign, were both 
faithful lovers and both won the 
adoration of their wives. Mrs.

Cut Trees with Dynamite. 

{Engineering Record:] Instead 
of an ax and saw to remove the 
tops of trees that are to be used 
as masts in logging operations dyna- 
mite is used to shoot off the tops. 
After the branches have been re- 
moved a rigger climbs the tree with 
a set of irons to the point where 
it is necessary to cut off the top. 
Here the trunk is usually about 
twelve inches in diameter, The rig- 
ger ties a string of dynamite 
cartridges, fastened end to end like 
sausages, around the trunk at this 
point, inserts a blasting cap with 
about twenty feet of fuse in one of 
these sticks, lights the end of the 
fuse and descends before the explo- 
sion takes place. The tree top 
jumps into the air with the explo- 
sion and the trunk is left ready for 
attaching the rigging for dragging 
in and loading the logs.

Old Seaport of Kavala Ships Out the 
“Finest Turkish Tobacco.

(Kansas 
the walled Aegean seaport for Seres, 
the commercial center of Northeast 
Macedonia, is the subject of today's 
war geography bulletin prepared by 
the National Geographic Society at 
its Washington headquarters. 
Concerning this historically inter- 
esting town of 5000 people which is 
situated on the mainiand across the 
bay of Kavala from the island of 
Thasos, and which is connected by 
rail with Saloniki, the bulletin says: 
“The ships which frequent Kavala 
for cargoes of the finest Turkish to- 
bacco in the world approach, the 
docks from both the east and west, 
for the town is Ut on a promon- 
tory which juts southward into the 
bay. The port is eighty miles in an 
air line northeast of Saloniki, and 
is about 250 miles west of Constan- 
tinople. In the summer time its 
population is more than doubled by

oyment in curing and ki the 
tobacco for which 
Europe paid more than $6,000,000 
annually before the war.
